The Planet in Transit Hidden.by a 
Canopy of Ciouds. 


Astronomic Preparations Marred 
by Unfortunate Weather. 


- — 
— 


The Various Local Scientific Parties--Success- 
ful Observations Elsewhere. 


The long-looked-for astronomical erent, 
the transit of the sister planet Venus across 
the face of the sun, due to commence at 
three minutes past 8 this morning, and 
to end at seven minutes past 2 in the after- 
noon, proved barren of scientific result, as 
as St. Louis is ,concerned, up to 
noon to-day, a canopy of clouds hiding the 


sun from view and hindering the taking of 


observations by the various scientific parties 
in this city who had made preparations to 
thatend. Inthe transit there are four oc- 
casions of paramount importance to the 
scientifie observer, these in which the con- 
tacts occur between the rims of the celestial 
First of all the planet’s near- 
est im touches the dise of the stn, 
then the other rim parts from it as the star is 
seen as a black dot against the sun’s lumi- 
nous surface. After its pussage across the 
sun’s face two similar eentracts occur, with 
order of course reversed ,and these four events 
constitute the scientitic importance of the

realized. Great banks of cloud rolled heavy 
ily across the sky, and sprinklings of rain oc- 
curred, Now and then a rift 
in the clouds seemed imminent, 
but the silvery’ promise was soon broken 
by the sweeping along of 4 big, inky mass of 
vapor that darkened the eity at large and 
depressed the astronomersin particular. As 
the moment for the first contact drew near 
the sky was hopefully seanned, but the 
search for even the promise ofa patch of 
blue that the sun might) eep thiouch at the 
interesting moment proved to be vain,and the 
interesting moment passed by unimproved. 
There was stil) twenty minutes of grace. After 
the first contact of tie planet with the sin, 
it iakes the latter just that time to muve so 
far along the sun’s surface that her outside 
eige and the sun’s dise teuch. The time 
lapsed, however, without any improvement 
in the weather, and the observers were forced 
to wait until the later contacts to take place 
When the star and the sun parted company 
in the afternoon. 

AT WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 
elaborate preparations had been made to take 
observations, and, had the interesting heaven- 
ly bodies oniy been visible, the contribution 
from St. Louis to the general lore which will 
be furnished to the department at Washing- 
ton would have been of equal value to that 
provided from any other point. ‘The utmost 
care had been taken to have the correct time, 
which, in observations of such rare value, is 
of course a matter of paramount importance. 
Constant communication was had with the 
Washington station, by which the 
University clocks were regulated. 
A chronograph, in connection with one of 
these clocks, marked it revolved each 
second as it elapsed and was ready to record, 
within a very minute fraction of a second, 
the exact moment at which the observers 
decided the contact had occurred. Three 
large telescopes had been placed in 
position, and each of the observers at these 
was provided with a telegraphie key, with 
whose aid he could employ the chronog h 
to record his noted impressions. Besides 
these there were Winor observers ready, 
with less powertul instruments, to 
note the interesting moment of 
contact and recorders to take down the re- 
marks.

The college telescope is the iargest 
in the city, having been manufactured in 
1879, especially to order, by Alvin Clark «& 
Son, of Cambridgeport, Mass. The_ college 
observatory is located on the roof of the main 
building and is the highest point of observa- 
tion within city limits. Owing to the fact that 
workmen are at present engeged In siating 
the roof of the main building and that their 
operations would necessarily cause vibrations 
of the roof which wouldinterfere with the cor- 
rectness of the observation through the tele- 
scopic lenses, the instrument was placed 
upon the first floor of the east wing. whence 
an unobstructed view of the Eastern heavens 
was obtained. Of course the murky weather 
of yesterday threw a damper upon the hopes 
of local astronomers, but Bro. Edward John, 
professor of astronomy at the college, deter- 
mined to be prepared for any emergency, and 
accordingly assembled his corps of assistaut 
astronomers around the telescope at a very 
early hour this morning. The students of

the ‘college faculty could ,reasonably 
desire, flocked into the apartment in which 
the telescope had been placed, and were ea- 
ger to assist their instructor in his labors.

ADMIRALTY AW. 


Decision of J udge Treat in a Steamboat 
Lien Case. i 

Judge Treat to-day, in the United States 
District Court, rendered a decision sustain- 
ing the exceptions and dismissing the libel 
in the admiralty case of William F. David- 
son against the steamboat Red Wing. The 
suit was for supplies furnished in a home port. 
Under the State statute a lien existed therefor 
to be enforced within niné months. More 
than nine months passed before the libel was 
filed. The vessel belonged to a corporation 
in the hands of a receiver appointed soon af- 
ter the demand accrued. After the custody 
of the receiver ceased this suit was insti- 
tuted. Judge Treat says: “Without at- 
tempting to solve the many difficulties re- 
sulting from the rejection of the 
true maritine rule as to 
home a it must suffice to state that 
this case falis within the doctrines laid down 
in the cases of the Lottawana and the Edith. 
This suit was instituted fora maritime lien 
originally existing by force of the State Stat- 
ute, which lien ceased at the expiration of the 
nine months. The fact that the lien could 
not have been previously enforced by seizure 
in consequence of the custody of the State 
Court, does not enlarge or suspend the opera- 
tion of the State statute. The lien expired 
before the suit was brought.”

THOMAS THE DOUBTER. 
“Gath’s” Lecture at Memorial Hall 
Last Evening. 

At Memorial Hail, Lucas place, Geo. 
Alfred Townvend last evening, under the 
auspices of the Elk Club, delivered a lecture of 
unexpected solidity and brilliancy. It was his 
new lecture, which he has barely broken in, 
ealled ‘“Thomas, the Doubter,”’ and in itre- 
viewed the personal careers and bent of char- 
acter and influence of each of the Presidents, 
from Washington to Buchanan, ordown to 
the period when his auditors had seen for 
themselves the play of ideas and political 
forces. It was a large scheme, but executed 
With an elan and fund of knowledge which 
appeared more troubled to reject than to dis- 
cover good material. 

Grave differences will exist as to the lec- 
turer’s conclusions. He appeared to lean to- 
ward Washington and the two Adamses and 
Jackson and Van Buren as the best types of 
our Presidents, crediting Jefferson and his 
political inheritors with more originality than 
soundness. The following is an extract: 

“The West came into power -with Andrew 
Jackson though his political preceptor Was a 
State heneeforward to be the greatest in the 
Union, New York. Inthat State Aaron Burr 
organized politics on the Norman Conquest 
pian, and Martin Van Buren, who to this 
day is accused of having been Burr’s son,’ 
and Edward Livingston, a former leader of 
New York city politics, were Jackson’s 
managers. He was as rude andas royal as 
Peter the Great. Essentially a poor white of 
the South,and our first President of the Lrish 
race, he had been a founder of a Western 
State and took a wife there on the Sabine 
plan,and although he had read some law, his 
military instincts made him the General of 
the Tennessee militia and finally a regular 
General of the army and the only complete 
victor over the British veterans who had de- 
stroyed Napoleon. He was sweptinto power 
by the revoit against the old effete Eastern 
and Virginian dynasty, and like 
a grand barbarian he began to 
cut off the heads of office-holders who had 
lodged in the Government for a generation. 
There had been only fifty-five removals in 
twenty-eight years. Jackson made one 
thousand the first year. He madeall his Cab- 
inet resigninaday. Adams and Clay dared 
not speak to him; Calhoun he discovered to 
have been an enemy and cut him at one blow 
out of the Presidential path. He had killed 
his man in a duel, he was a nero trader and 
horse racer, but he was never insincere, nev- 
er sentimental, no more afraid of a whole 
nation than of a man, and he 
three great physical Presidents we have had, 
who made the name of the Government terri- 
ble to its enemies, appropriated to it the 
powers it had lent or been afraid to exercise,

The plaintiffs 
claim that they, together with one Averill, 
a defendant Be the Case, colh- 
posed the Executive Committee of a 
political organization in this city Known as 
the Reiorm Association; that Judge Speir 
was acandidate for the offiee of Superior 
Coturt Judge in November, 1873; that in Oc- 
tober of that year, in consideration of cer- 
tain expenditures made by the coinmittee, 
suchas printing, circulating handbills ana 
conveying sick, poor and infirm electors to 
the polis, the Judge promised to pay to such 
committee $2,000 as his contribution towards 
payment of such expenses; that the 
committee |therenpon paid out $8,601 62 for 
such purposes,and the Judge owed thei $2,000 
“ hich he had not paid. Lhe Judge denied 
everything except his candidacy and the 
non-payment of the $2,000, In the trial Foley 
testified, among other things, thata part ot 
the expenses was the maintaining of the 
rooms and running the association. The 
ease was tried inthe Marine Court. Judge 
Van Brunt, who writes the opinion of the 
eourt, says: “It appears conclusively from 
the evidence above stated that the moneys 
contributed under the promise of the defend- 
ant were to be devoted to purposes for which 
a candidate was expressly prohibited by 
statute from contributing.” He holds that 
enrollment of voters is within this prohibi- 
tion. The - promise, therefore, having its 
support upon illegal expenditures, can not 
be enforced, and the court accordingly af- 
firms the judgment appealed from. The dis- 
missal of the complaint had also been affirm- 
ed previously by the Marine Court, general 
term, and from thence taken to the Common 
Pleas Court.

DIPHTHERIA. 


Treatment Suggested by the Philadel- 
Phia board of Heaith. 


In order to prevent the spread of diphthe- 
riaand to inform the public of the best 
means of checking the spread of the disease, 
amd to provide the people with rules for 
treating the- distemper, the Philadelphia 
Board of Health last week appointed a spe- 
cial committee to prepare a report on the 
subject. The committee 
Dr. Richardson, the chairman, laid before the 
board its report: 

Recent investigations baving proved that 
the poison of diphtheria is.portable, commu- 
nicable hy infeetion, and -eapable of repro- 
amenne tell outside of the human y.” 
savs the committee, “diphtheria must now 
be ranked as both a contagious and infee- 
tious disease. The following rules are, 
therefore, more imperative than ever before: 

When achildor young person has a sore 
throat, a bad odor to its breath, and espec- 
lally if it has fever, it should immediately be 
separated and kept secluded from all other 
persons, except necessary attendants, until 
it be ascertained or not if it has diphtheria 
or some other communicable disease. 

“Every person known to be sick with diph- 
theria should be promptly and effectually 
isolated from the public. | Only those per- 
sons who are actually necessary should have 
charge of or visit the patient, and these per- 
sons should be restricted in their interconrse 
with other individuals. Children residing in 
a house where there isa case of diphtheria 
should not be permitted to attend school. 

“When a case of diphtheria is fully de- 
veloped the same precautions in regard to 
free ventilation, disposal and disinfection of 
discharges, bed or body linen and so forth, 
isolation during convalescence (or manage- 
ment of the corpse should death unfortunate- 
ly occur) ought to be enforced as follows: 
Have the patient placed in one of the upper 
rooms of the house, the furthest removed 
from the rest of the family, where is to be 
had the best ventilation and isolation. The 
room should be- instantly cleared of all 
curtains, carpets, woolen goods and 
all unnecessary furniture. Keep the 
room constantly well ventilated by 
means of open windows and fires if neces- 
sary. Maintain the utmsst cleanliness both 
with regard to the patient and in the room. 
A basin chargede with chloride or earbolate 
of lime or some other convenient disinfectant 
should be kept constantly on thé bed for the 
patient to spit in. Change the clothing of 
the patient as often as needful, but do not 
carry it while dry through the house. A 
large vessel (a tub) containing water impreg- 
nated with a solution of ecarbolie acid in the 
yar dyery of four fluid ounces (Calvert's 
No. 4 or No. 5) to the gallon of water 
should always stand in lor 
the reception of all bed and body linen 
immediately on removal rom the _ per- 
son or c8ntact with the patient. Pocket 
handkerchiefs should not be used, but small 
pieces of rag should be employed instead for 
Wiping the mouth and nese, and each piece 
after being once used should be immediately 
burned. ‘Two basins, one containing water 
impregnated witha solution of carbolice acid 
or permanganate of potassa, and the other 
containing pure water, and a good supply of 
towels, must always be ready and convenient, 
s0 that the bands of the nurse may be at 
once washed after they have been soiled by 
contact with the patient. All glasses, cups 
and other vessels used by orabout the patient 
should be scrupulously cleansed before being 
used by others. The discharges from the 
bowels and kidneys are to be received, on 
their very issue from the body, into vessels 
containing some disinfectant, asa solution of 
two pounds of sulphate of iron ina gallon of 
water, or four fluid ounces of carboliec acid 
(Calvert’s No. 5) to a gallon of water, and im- 
mediately removed. No person should be 
allowed to enter the room except tho-e who 
are attending upon the sick. Boiling is one of 
the surest ways of disinfecting all contami- 
nated clothing. _ A_ solution of ecarbolic 
acid should first be added to the 
water. Any material which can not be 
washed without injury should be exposed to 
dry heat of a bout 240 degrees Fahrenheit, or 
fumigated in a closed chamber, as directed 
below. A hot-air disinfecting chamber has 
been provided on the hospital grounds, where 
beds, woolen goods, etc., may be disinfected 
under the direction of officers appointed by 
the board. All articles which can be spared 
should be — by fire. When persons 
have had the diphtheria, whether they get 
well or die, the room which they have occu- 
pied should be thoroughly cleaned and disin- 
tected. ‘The furniture should be washed 
with a strong solution of chloralum (three or 
four ounces to the gallon of water), or, pref- 
erably, with carbolic acid and soap. After- 
ward the floor and wood work should be 
washed with ecarbolic acid soap or with 
chioride of lime and water, and the paper 
should be removed by moistening with 
chloralum or carbolic acid solution. Then, 
after closing the doors, windows and all 
other openings, the room should 
be fumigated by burning sulphur in an iron 
dish and kept closeted for several hours 
Chlorine gas may be used instead, and may 
be generated by ome strong sulphuric 
acid upon equal parts of common salt and 
binoxide of manganese, to which some water 
has been added. Afterthis the room should 
be well aired for several days by throwing 
open the doors and windows, and then the 
éeiling should be whitewashed and the wails 
repapered or whitewashed. 

“itis particularly important that persons 
whose throats are tender or sore from any 
cause should avoid possible exposure to the 
eontagion of diphtheria, Children under ten 
years of age are in much greater danger of 
taking the disease, and after they do of dy- 
ing fromit, than are grown persons. But 
adults are not exempt, and mild cases in 
them may cause whole series of fatal attacks 
among children. = 

“Numerous instances are recorded where 
the contagion of diphtheria has _ retained ifs 
virulence for weeks or months in cesspools, 
heaps of decaying vegetable matter, damp 
walls, ete., ani been carried forlong dis- 
tances in clothing, in sewers, in waste pipes 
from stationary wash-stands, and in other 
conduits. Hence all sewer connections and 
other carriers of filth should be well venti-
